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FOREWORD 


Ee Y, said the clinician, is in the eye of the beholder; and 
we remember this blunt diagnosis when we are shown the 
same field surveyed by the vision of two eminent men. I am 

writing here of the realm of design—in the particular parish of cer- 
amics—and the conclusions of the late Baron Gustave de Rothschild 
and of Whitney Warren, both of whom were collectors of majolica, 
and both, on the showing of their collections, men of discrimination. 
In the artifacts of the period, that is to say the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, the aristocrat found aristocracy and the architect, artistry. 
Any other result would have been a romantic paradox. 

More specifically: the Rothschild collection, which we dispersed 
in 1941, was notable for its Gubbio lustre and Urbino wares, and for 
the faience of Palissy, and for their general excellence of condition. 
What did these ceramics have in common, as a group? I would 
suggest, a high sense of perfection in technique and appearance, great 
sophistication in subject matter (the High Renaissance flavor) and 
an inordinate quality of detail, e.g., in the painted anecdotal plates 
and the tromipe l’oeil effects of Palissy. And Mr. Warren? The 
architect looked at his majolica primarily with an eye to line and 
color, and the wider effects of composition. As a result we have 
some of the most striking of the majestic ‘primitives’ of Florence, 
Siena and Faenza, such as the great armorial ‘oak leaf’ jar from the 
Prince Lujtpold and Glogowski collections [No. 459] and its con- 
geners [| Nos. 463, 464]; the group of early Faenza portrait vases 
MNOse4050512, 513, 514, $32, etc. | which in the writer’s opinion are 
among the outstanding achievements in all majolica; a rare fifteenth 
century Siena jar [ No. 430] with an almost twentieth-century stylisa- 
tion of figure painting; and a series of the Castel Durante coppe 
amatorie with their striking, if simple formula of portrait and legend 
in the manner of a bucolic Ghirlandaio. We have an important 
group of the broadly composed plaques of Pesaro and the yellow 
Deruta lustre (notably Nos. 498—the finest of all—and 492, 499, 
and 503) which have the brilliant clarity of medals. Further, Mr. 
Warren carried his enthusiasm for pure design into the field of the 


Baroque, in which may be included the late Venetian portrait jars 
(No. 486), an exceptional pair of Savona covered urns (No. 485) 
and the huge oil jars of Talavera in Spain, Florence and Montelupo, 
which he cherished, in spite of their size, for their artistic truthful- 
ness. He was only secondarily interested in condition, and would buy 
a shard if he saw beauty in its texture or coloring; and indeed the 
apartment at 280 Park Avenue contained a large collection of frag- 
ments in wood and metal which spoke to his sense of design. 

His enthusiastic, if rare, penciled comments testify to what is 
written here. Of the rudely sketched Sicilian (?) jar [No. 477] he 
notes “glorious paste and colors”; of the Venetian trio [ Nos. 486, 
519] “ very fine examples”; and of the Florentine dish with foliated 
decoration [No. 482] “very rare specimen and very beautiful— 
wonderful piece, had difficulty in getting permission from Govern- 
ment to get it-out of Italy.” ... You who read this willitheretore 
understand that the collection has been filtered through the selectivity 
of a learned taste. It has thus a kind of doubly-distilled quality of 
beauty.
